The Minister of Agriculture announces that his de- 
partment is investigating the applications of more than 
one hundred farmers who desire to be moved from their 
present farm to new homesteads in Northern Alberta, on 
account of their failure to make good in their present 
locations. The investigation covers the adaptibility of 
the applicants for certain phases of farming activity with 
the idea, if possible, of moving them to a location that will 
be suitable for the line of farming they desire to follow. 
It is being distinctly stated to all that their future pros- 
perity, if moved north, will depend on mixed farming— 
principally embracing (besides grain) dairing, hog rais- 
ing, eggs and poultry—as a basis of their own living anda 
continuous supply of money. When applicants are ap-| 
proved whey will be moved free, the Provincial Govern- 
ment, the Federal Government and the railroads each 
bearing a share of the expense.

A Novel Waterway 


Huge Canal Will Have to Pass Under 
Geneva 

A huge canal connecting Rotterdam 
with Basle via the Swiss lakes of Gen- 
eva and Neuchatel js under considera- 
tion, and if the, project is carried 
through it will be the most wonder- 
ful waterway in the world. 

Part of the canal, which joins the 
Rhine at Felsenau, is already under 
construction, and will shortly be ready 
for navigation. Whether the whole 
waterway, running across Europe, will 
be completed depends to a large ex- 
tent upon whether the fifteen million 
pounds required to construct it can be 
found. 

The greatest diMculty is the section 
of the canal which must pass through 
Geneva—or rather under it, for it is 
suggesteg! to bore a huge subterranean 
tunnel right underneath the town,

Ships would then literally sail on 
“the waters under the earth,” and 
after having emerged from the sub- 
terranean canal they would have next 
to pass through a series of thirty locks 
between Geneva and Neuchatel, dur- 
ing which they would be raised to a

British Government Has Ordered Six 
Of 1,000 Horsepower 

A big development in the use of air 
planes {s predicted as a result of the 
giant engines which are being order 
ed by the British Government. These | 
engines, six of which have been order 
ed, are of 1,000 horsepower and cap 
able of 1,800 revolutions a minute. 

The statement is made that the new 
airplanes will have a range of 2,500 to 
3,000 miles, but the Air Ministry ex- 
plains the range depends in great/ 
measure on the type of machine to! 
which the engine is fitted and on the; 
purpose for which the machine fs in 
tended. The new engine was design 
ed and built by the Messrs. Napier 
and was the outcome of several years’ 
experiment and research, It has six 
teen cylinders and has run satisfactor- 
fly for thirty consecutive hours on al 
bench.” Its weight is about three 
pounds per horsepower.

Resting the Lungs 


Daring Operation is Performed by a} 
British Doctor e 

The deliberate collapse of a diseas- 
ed lung so that is may be temporarily | 
put out of action and rested is the} 
daring operation performed by a Brit- 
ish doctor. The procedure is known 
as “artificial pneumo-thorax.” It de- 
pends for its success on the fact that 
ordinarily the lungs are “held open” 
by the inside wall of the chest. The 
lungs ‘fit’ the chest perfectly, and 
slide backwards and forwards along 
its Inner surface in breathing. But 
the lungs are elastic. Once they 
have been separated from the chest 
wall they tend to shrink to quite small 
dimensions. The idea occurred, 
therefore, that if gas were blown be- 
tween the lung and the chest the or- 
gan might be artificially rested. This 
is now being done. The gas used is 
nitrogen, By its means lungs can be 
rested for as long as may be neces- 
sary, and then ,as the gas gradually 
absorbs away, allowed to return to 
their old functions.

Securing a Patent in Canada 


Useful Advice Is Given For Benefit of 
Intending Applicants 

Applications for patents in Canada 
should be addressed to the Comumis- 
sioner of Patents, Ottawa, Ont. The 
term for duration of a patent is limit- 
ed to eighteen years. The fee for a 
patent for the full term of eighteen 
years is thirty-five dollars, of which 
fifteen dollars is payable on filing the 
application and twenty dollars on the 
grant of the patent. Any intending 
applicant for a patent who has not yet 
finished his invention, and is in fear 
of being despoiled of his idga, may 
file in the Patent Office a description 
of his invention so far, with or with- 


out plans, when the Commissioner, on} 


payment of a fee of $5, causes the 
document, which is called a caveat, to 
be preserved in secrecy; but the se- 
crecy of the document ceases when 
the applicant obtains a patent for his 
invention.

Germany possesses at this moment 
military formation whose total effec- 
tiveness, including the so-called ‘“Po- 
lice,” number at least 250,000 well- 
trained men. She has preserved be- 
sides, her own machinery for the mob- 
flization of men of military age.
